OPENING, END OF FIFTH SESSION OF IAMB ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCIL 
Opening Session 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 24 Jul 80 pp 1, 6 


[Text] Yesterday the IAMB [African and Mauritian Institute of Bilin- 
gualism] opened the proceedings of the fifth session of the administra- 
tive council in Cotonou, 


It was held in the Cupola of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and Coopera- 
tion. The ceremony was presided by our minister for higher education and 
scientific research, Comrade Armand Monteiro. 


On this occasion, the practicing president of the administrative council, 
Mauritian minister of education and cultural affairs, brother Kher 
Jagatsingh, congratulated Cotonou for holding the meeting of the insti- 
tute. He also expressed his gratitude to his comrade in arms, President 
Kerekou. 


Recalling the activities of the institute, he indicated that a scientific 
survey had been carried ovt on the need of translators for the member 
states with the assistance of the ACDI [Canadian Agency for International 
Development] in three countries of the Commonwealth. These steps, he 
said, seem to promise positive results. 


Brother Jagatsingh continued: "After 3 years of sustained efforts we 
now have a qualified teaching nucleus, a program of studies on a post 
secondary level which has been approved by all the university visitors 
on special missions and the translating experts who had the opportunity 
of working in the institute. 


Speaking of the framework of the establishment the Mauritain minister 
noted that housing accommodations for the trainees, documentation, a 
language laboratory, interpretation booths would be the bases from 
which in the near future more advanced and varied studies could get a 
good start. 














Moreover the practicing president of the LAMB expressed his satisfaction 
as to the quality of education guaranteed by the university, 


"The results of end of year and final examinations were very satie- 
factory,” he said, "We note with great pleasure," he declared, 

"that for the first time the institute awarded a translator's diploma 
to 6 students who registered in 1977," 


After thanking the international organizations which had contributed to 
the progress of the institute and deploring the precarious financial 
situation which he is acquainted with, brother Jagatsingh made a pressing 
appeal to all the member states to send their contributions in the short- 
est possible time. 


Armand Monteiro, minister for higher education and scientific research, 
spoke next, welcoming Benin and all the administrators and underlining 
the importance of these meetings. He pointed out that this session 
constitutes the living expression of the will of our countries to fight 
audaciously for our economic social and cultural development. 


Remarking that one of the most positive avenues which lead to qualita- 
tive change and permit a real development of our countries is the train- 
ing of competent nuclei at the service of our peoples and he was happy 
that the IAMB was responding to the concern of the states. 


He followed by reaffirming the real desire of the Beninese authorities 
to consolidate the spirit of African solidarity and determination for 

the rapprochment of the peoples in the framework of fraternal coopera- 
tion between the states for African effective unity. 


In that sense, he specified, the LAMB brings an appreciable contribution 
in training translators and interpreters whose e.sential role is to 
facilitate communications and to create closer bonds between the African 
peoples whose idioms are French and English. 


Recalling the political transformations which i. se occurred here in 
Benin's People's Republic since 26 October 1972, Comrade Monteiro 
emphasized that the present gigantic national recovery undertaking in 
our country could not be accomplished if the revolutionary state did not 
equip itself with conscientious and competent personnel in the economic 
and social sectors of life. 





The minister then declared that Benin, one of the founders of the coun- 
tries and a member of the IAMB depends on this institution to respond 
to our needs and to our legitimate expectations. 


For this reason, specified the minister, we are placing our hope and 
offer our help to the LAMB with the wish that everything can be 
accomplished for the development of this institution and that it can 
go forward in the interest of our states and of our peoples. 








Recalling the difficulties which could impede the normal operation and 
development of the institute, Comrade Monteiro said that he was con- 
vinced that the political will which animates al! of us will play a 
part in surmounting them, 


In conclusion he expressed the wish that this undertaking will make it \ 
possible, with the help of a comparison of ideas and definite orienta- ‘, 
tions, to propose effective strategies in the establishment of b.lin- \ 


gual nuclei to serve the African and Mauritian peoples for national 
liberation and the enlightenment of fair, prosperous and peaceful 
societies, 


The proceedings of this fifth session of the IAMB Administrative Counci] 
will come to an end tomorrow.

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AFRICAN WOMEN'S MEDIA ASSOCIATION FORMED 
Lusaka ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL in English 12 Aug 80 p 5 


[Text] An association which will help promote unity and solidarity among 
African women in the masse media has been formed. 


The Association of African Women in the Mase Media wae formed after a four- 
day continental conference of African women in the mase media which wae held 
in Accra, Ghana, last week. 


The association will also help develop and train women journalists in the 
field of masse media by securing grante and scholarships in order to equip 
them with high professional skills. 


The formation of the association is in line with the United Nations General 
Assembly resolution that gave the masse media the mandate to take full advan- 
tage of their influence and to participate actively in the implementation of 
the UN Decade for Women. 


The association will also encourage critical review within the media of the 
image of women projects and to help raise consciousness by those in control 
of media regarding women's role and to project a more dynamic image with a 
view to women's actual and potential contribution to society. 


In order to accelerate the work of the association the conference delegates 
appointed a committee to formulate with the relevant bodies in the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity and the Economic Commission for Africa. 


The committee includes a representative from Africa Woman Magazine and it 
comprises delegates from Zimbabwe, Ethiopia and Ghana. 


The conference, which was sponsored by Africa Magazine in conjunction with 
SIDA, also resolved to cooperate as much as possible with the appropriate 
government machinery set up in order to integrate women at all levels of 
national development. 


The delegates also acknowledge the fact that development meant a high national 
productivity, and therefore called on women to stress on the importance of 
professional work, and the conversion of consumers into producers, and making 
society aware of the dignity and value of labor. 
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And officially opening the conference early in the week, Ghana's Minister vo! 
information and Presidential Affaire, Dr John Nabila, urged women to mobilize 
the tremendous resources at their disposal to advance the cause of their under= 
privileged sisters in their respective countries, 


De Nabila said that the mase media had been heralded as an effective agent 
of change and innovation, breaking old barriers and entrenched prejudice by 
means of enlightened information and education. 


He pointed out that the power of the mase media to reach and influence thou- 
sande of people wae tremendous. 


"You who are in the forefront of thie crusade should examine critically haw 
beet to bring the meaning of your struggle closer home to those who stand to 
gain by it,” he said. 


He pointed out that ‘t wae no longer neceseary for women to concentrate their 
efforte and energy to deflate wale chauvinien. 


And Editor-in-Chief of Africa Woman, Mra Austa Uwechue, speaking at the 
official opening, also said that the main objective of the conference was to 
provide a forum of assessing the position of women in the various aspects of 
mase media, to examine in detail the role of women journalists in the poli- 
tical, social, economic, cultural and educational development in Africa and 
to find out why women shield away from involvement in the sass media. 


She said that the conference was to make proposale and take positive deci- 
sions on strategies to enable women improve their i~ olvement and active parti- 
cipation in the media as a first step towards attaining management and policy- 
making decision in mass media. 


Women in the mass media help to educate women in the rural areas through 
radio, television and local newspapers and by exposing other people espe- 
cially the authorities, to their dire needs, she said. 


The conference was attended by women from Zaire, Zambia, Uganda, Ethiopia, 
Mozambique, Sudan, Egypt, Zimbabwe, Tanzania, Nigeria, Cameroun and repre- 
sentatives from SIDA, Economic Commission for Africa, South-West Africa 
People's Organization and ANC of South Africa.

told the NATION yesterday that Kenyan products were in great demand among 
Zambian and Zimbabwean businessmen. The enquiries also covered plastic con- 
tainers, carbon papers, toothbrushes, ateel and iron casings, phamaceuticale, 
polyester sewing thread, zips, biseulte, breakfast cereals, and engineering 
products. Although the closure of the Kenya-Tanzania Border has badly 
affected Kenya's trade with Zambia, Kenyan goods still attracted considera 
ble interest in that country. Prior to the closure of the border, Kenya's 
experte to Zambia amounted to Sh. 104 million and imports Sh. 32 million. 
The Zambian economy is now recovering from a harsh recession it has suffered 
since 1978.

9 percent, the deputies wished to show their active support for the recovery

[Text] Yesterday the president of the republic signed two decrees relating 
to a special statute on active armed forces officers and another special 
statute on active noncommissioned officers of the armed forces, 


Regarding the decree relative to the special statu@eon officers, it should 
be noted that this text returns, with improvements, to the statutory 
provisions applicable to officers which in broad outline are as follows: 


--Officers of the armed forces commanding units of these forces, They 
participate in the constitution, management and operations of the whole of 
the formations and organizations of the armed forces, They are divided into 
officers of the gendarmery and officers of specialized commands, 


~-Their hierarchy including the following ranks: 


1) Subalternate officers: (second lieutenant or ship's ensign, second 
clase; lieutenant or ship's ensign, first class; captain or ship's leiutenant), 


2) Higher officers: (major or lieutenant commander; lieutenant colonel or 
commander; colonel or post captain), 


3) Generals: (major general or rear admiral; lLieutenant-general or 
vice admiral), 


Finally it should be stressed that the officers of the armed forces are 
recruited among: 


1) Career student officers of the combined forces' military school included 
in the outgoing list of this school, 


2) Career student officers trained in one of the foreign officer training 
schools of an equivalent level, 


3) Career noncommissioned officers of the armed forces with the rank of 
regimental sergeant-major or warrant officer. 
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Under the terms of the decree concerning the statute on noncommissioned 
iftieersa, the latter participate, under the command of officers, in the 
training of basic formations or units for support or inetruction of the 
armies; they can, in particular, exercise technical or administrative 
responsibilities in these formations or units, 

Noncommissioned officers are recruited: 


-e-elther among enlisted men meeting the conditions set by the texts in 
force; 


--Or among young men accepted by a noncommissioned officers’ training school; 
--Or among reserve noncommissioned officers meeting certain conditions, 


Noncommissioned officers who have reached the top rank in the hierarchy may 
have access to officer's rank under certain conditions, 


Let us point out, finally, that their hierarchy is as follows: 
|) squadron sergeant, sergeant or petty officers; 


2) battery or squadron sergeant-major, quartermaster sergeant or first 
class petty officer; 


3) regimental or battalion sergeant-major or chief petty officer.

The 
country is also suffering drought that has 
resulted in widespread famine. This is a fact 
recognised by no less a person than President 
Barre, who last year declared a state of emergency 
and appealed for international support. 

But instead of using the aid received to feed the 
starving millions in whose name the aid was 
sought, indications are that the ree | regime 
stored it to feed its forces during their Ethiopian 
offensive. In doing this, Barre is simply following 
his expansionist policy of creating a greater 
Somalia. 

To achieve his ambitions, Barre invaded the 

n region late in 1977 and suffered such a 
humiliating defeat that a more realistic man would 
have waited for at least 10 years before going to war 
again. 
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to disguise his expansionist ambitions, that 
have been criticised both in the Organisation of 
Afnean Unity and the United Nations, the Somali 
leader deleted the phrase which proclaimed 
Somalia's commitment to ee in a peaceful 
manner the unification of all Somali territories’ 
from the constitution.

[Text] The United National Independence Party (UNIP) has revised some 
election regulations in a bid to strengthen the leadership and overcome 
irregularities. 


According to the latest Government Gazette the affected sections are the 
Party elections. 


Under the new system, any person intending to stand for election to the 
office of ward chairman shall pay a nonrefundable fee of K 10.00. This 
amount will be paid into the general revenues of the Government. 


The gazette also points out that no Zambian will qualify for Party elections 
as a ward chairman unless he is above 21 years while those above 18 years 
can contest other seats at section and branch levels. 


All candidates must have been paid up members for two years immediately 
preceding the election for which they intend to stand. 


Meanwhile, the Party has also delegated the power of approving candidates 
from the Central Committee to other bodies. 


Candidates seeking election to section posts will be approved by the con- 
etituency committee while branch candidates will be approved by the regional 
committees with the district political committees approving candidates 
seeking election to ward committees. 


The gazette says chairmen of the committees authorized to approve candidates 
will issue a certificate of approval of candidature for and in the name of 
the Party Secretary-General, while appeal against decisions of approval 

will be lodged with the Central Compittee. 


Elections for the Party committee membership at a place of work shall be 
held once every two years while at a place of learning it shall be once every 
year. 
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DECLINE IN COPPER PRODUCTION IN 1979 EXAMINED 
Lusaka ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL in English 7 Aug 80 p 4 


[Text] No major increase in copper output in Zambia is envisaged within 
the medium-term unless satisfactory solutions to the various problem 
affecting the mining industry are found. 


This is pointed out in the Bank of Zambia annual report for 1979 just 
released. According to the report, some of the problems faced by the 
industry last year include the loss of skills through a high rate of 
expatriate labor force turnover. 


The report says that despite the easing of the provlems of foreign exchange 
availability during the course of 1979, the supplies situation for spares 
and other inputs still remained tight as a result of long lean times between 
the placing of orders and their receipt. 


"All these factors had an adverse impact on levels of production in 1979, 
With regard to future prospects, no major increase in copper output is 
envisaged within the medium-term unless satisfactory solutions to these 
problems are found,” says the report. 


The output of copper fell by 11.2 percent or 73,556 tonnes from 656,944 
tonnes in 1978 to 583,388 tonnes in 1979. During the period of prolonged 
low copper prices, the mining companies cut back their investment program 
and applied their limited resources toward, ongoing projects. 


Consequently no new capacity was being created for expansion of output. 
In addition, there were production problems affecting growth in output 
including the deepening of mine operations and falling grade of mined ore. 


Despite the decline in the volume of output, the volume of copper sales 
actually went up by 56,900 tonnes from 589,400 tonnes in 1978 to 646,000 
tonnes in 1979. The increased sales were made possible by the running 
down of accumulated stocks from 1978. 


As a result of deterioration in transport routes in 1978 and the unsatis- 
factory condition of the ports, large excess stocks of copper were 








accumulated, Whereas total stocks of finished copper at the end of 19/77 
atood at 76,000 tonnes which was only elightly above the normal level, at 
the end of 1978, copper atocks had accumulated to 170,000 tonnes, far 

the excess of normal stocks, 


With additional transportation and port capacity created through the 


opening of the southern route via East London, it was possible to run down 
the excess atocks to near normal levels by the end of 1979. 
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FALL LN COPPER PRICES WORRIES MWANANSHLKU 
Lusaka TIMES OF ZAMBIA in English 11 Aug 80 p 2 


[Text] The demand for copper has dropped because of the low demand by 
consumers in Western Europe and America--this is not good enough for 
Zambia, Bank of Zambia governor Mr Luke Mwananshiku has said. 


Addressing an annual dinner of the bank in Lusaka on Friday night, Mr 
Mwananeshiku said because of this trend local production of copper had fallen 
recently because of shortage of skille and spare parts. 


"Considering that copper will continue to be the principal export of Zambia 
for the foreseeable future, this problem is serious" Mr Mwananshiku said. 


He said price of copper, would remain low as long as these conditions per- 
sisted, 


"As long as inflation remains in double digits, policy in the West is 
likely to be towards deflation rather than expansion. The problem may there- 
fore be with us for some time” Mr Mvananshiku said. 


He said that because of these problems, in the medium term, over the next 
two or three years, Zambia's supply for foreign exchange would to be uncer- 
tain. The main problems were low production and pricing. 


Mr Mwananshiku said there would be an increase in the demand for foreign 
exchange. 


"First of all, we have to reduce and eventually eliminate the payment 
arrears which at present are still quite substantial. These arrears 
constitute a heavy burden on the economy and a tax on all of us" Mr 
Mwananshiku said. 


He said the country would face an increasing burden of oil imports. "This 
burden is increasing daily as can be seen from the fact that while in 1973 
we spent only K15.6 million for the fully year's imports, at this time we 
are spending around K20 million for every shipload."

Foreign exchange would also be spent on food imports. Over the last two 
years huge sums of money were spent on food imports to meet the shortfall 
in local production, 


"We do not know what the weather will be like in the next season, but if 
we have to import maize after the coming season, there could be problems 
in terms of financing,” he said. 


While consensus was that the present level of the public debt was reason- 
able, the country had to provide for it in terms of foreign exchange. 


Mr Mwananshiku called for a change in the budgetary policy which should be 
aimed at supporting other measures instead of moving in the opposite direction 
by stimulating the demand for foreign exchange. 


The main stimulant of growth in developing economies was the availability 
of foreign exchange rather than the size of public expenditure. 


"It is my submission that the basic ingredient in all this is foreign 
exchange." 


He added: "If we are successful in this effort, we shall, for our part, 
have met what has been recognized even by the recent report by the Common- 
wealth committee of experts as the greatest economic challenge facing all 
non-oil producing developing countries in the coming decade."

[Text] Zambia's balance of payments position has never looked as good as 
it did last year since 1975, the Bank of Zambia annual report has revealed, 


And due to considerable improvement in this area, a significant effort was 
made in reducing overseas payment' arrears which had accumulated in the 
past. 


The report for the year ending December 31, however, expresses pessimism at 
the likelihood of the economy achieving accelerated growth despite the 
apparent poise for resumption of expansion this year. 


The pessimism is based on the fact that negative factors seem to outweigh 
positive ones. "Most important of the former arise from he general weak- 
ness in the primary sector of the economy.” 


The report says that the mining industry for a start, is unlikely to provide 
the much needed stimulus for growth and that the real output of the industry 
would be static while foreign exchange earnings from mineral exports would 
continue to be inadequate. 


Not even the agricultural field would contribute satisfactorily due to poor 
rainfall season, it says. 


"Both the secondary and tetiary sectors are heavily dependent for their 
satisfactory performance on an adequate availability of foreign exchange 
for financing imported inputs." 


It is, therefore, felt that anticipated continued scarcity of foreign 
exchange is likely to adversely affect their per” ce. 


Some positive signs, however, such as the succe. —' ‘plementation of the 
International Monetary fund program would contribut. cowards the generation 


of some growth.

KALULUSMI Farm College desperately 
needs K 60,000 or it will close and President 


Kaunda’s campaign for “Operation Food 
Production” will suffer a set-back. 

New Kalulushi Farm College Principal. Mr 
Facetton Kamaloni, warned yesterday that the 
college was on the brink of collapse unless the 
appeals he had sent out bore fruit. 

Mr Kamaloni said in an interview in Kalulushi 
that this year’s annual grant of K60,000 which the 
Government gives to the college had been spent on 
settling debts incurred in 1978. 

“This college had K 70,000 debts which we had 
to settle because our creditors were threatening to 
sue. Unfortunately. the whole annual grant of 
K60,000 for this year was used to pay off these 
debts.” he explained. 

This means that the college cannot operate 
because the next annual grant will be due in March 
next year, he added. 

Because of lack of funds, Mr Kamaloni said the 
college had shelved new training courses for 48 
farmers who were to have started their training last 
month. 

Mr Kamaloni said the alternative would be close 
down the college. But this is out of question as 
doing so will mean inflicting a severe blow to 
President Kaunda’s campaign for “Operation Food 
Production.” 
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“If we close the college President Kaunda’s 
campaign for “Operation Food Production” will 
suffer a set-back because there cannot be large scale 
food production without trained farmers in the 
country,” he said. 

This is why, Mr Kamaloni said, the college's 
management has decided to appeal to big compan- 
ies like the two mining companies and the Zambia 
State Insurance Corporation for funds. 

“We need desperately between K60,000 and 
K 70,000 to survive, and the college is capable of 
generating its own funds after it has got to its feet 
financially,” he said. 

The college produces a lot of vegetables, poultry 
and a variety of dairy and horticultral products and 
has a big ranch. 

He said through sales of poultry and dairy 
products, the college could generate its own money, 
but what it needed at the moment was capital to 
enable it to stand on its feet again. 
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BANK CHIEF SPELLS OUT PRIORITIES 
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ZAMBIA'’s basic objective in the next decade will be 
the creation of stable balance of payments, Bank of 


Zambia governor Mr Luke Mwananshiku has said. 


Addressing the banks 
annual dinner at a Lusaka 
hote! on Friday, Mr Mwana- 
nshiku said the countrys 
foreign exchange was likely 
to be ‘‘uncertain’’ because of 
the problems of copper pro- 
duction and pricing. - 

He satd Zambia's economy 
experienced problems in the 
agriculture, livestock, fishing. 
forestry and mining sectors. 

The rate of growth in these 
sectors fell by 13.1 per cent 
in 1979 compared to a growth 
of 5.6 per cent in 1978. 

Mr Mwananshiku said both 
agriculture and mining 
contributed to poor perfor- 
mance of the economy as the 
real Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) in the mining sector 
went down by 20 per cent 
compared to an increase of 
7.5 per cent in the previous 
year. 

He attributed this to a 
decrease in copper production. 

Agricultura production 
recorded a marked decline of 
9.2 per cent compared to an 
increase of 0.5 per cent the 
orevious vear 


The fall in the agricultural 
production, Mr Mwananshiku 
said was because of the drop 
in the production of maize 
which went down by nearly 
50 per cent because of poor 


‘rains and late arrival of inputs. 


He said Zambia should 
find out the nature of her 
problems and their origins 
to solve them. ‘‘Armed with 
this information we can then 
look for possible solutions. 
he said. 


Meanwhile, there has been 
an overall improvement in 
the employment situation in 
the country. according to the 
Bank of Zambia 1979 annua!

[Yext] The Bank of Zambia made a profit of K24.3 million during 1979 com- 
pared to K18.6 million made the previous year, according to the bank's 
annual report released at the weekend. 


During the year under review, the bank generated from its operations income 
which compared with K35.9 million in 1978. This income was principally 
earned from interest received on the bank's loans, advances and holdings of 
Government stocks. 


The report says foreign exchange transactions rose to K9.8 million during 
the same year compared to K6 million in 1978. The increase in profits is 
attributed to the improved receipts from copper and cobalt exports which in 
turn were as a result of high prices on world markets. 


Notes and coins in circulation declined by two percent to K152 million at 
the end of the year compared with K155 million at the end of 1978. 


Following the introduc_ion of the pre-shipment inspection office in 1978, 
estimates for 1979 showed that out of a total of K719.5 million worth of 
exports, about K514 million was subjected to pre-shipment inspection. 


"This figure represents 71.5 percent of the tutal imports for the year 
under review and is higher than the corresponding amount of the previous 
year by about 9.5 percent,” the report says. 


It says tne increase in value of goods subjected to preshipment inspection 
was partly due to the phasing out of the old revalidated import licenses and 
to the wider awareness of the existence of the scheme by both importers and 
suppliers. 


"The effect of the scheme in the year under review therefore, is that there 
was noticeable saving of foreign exchange achieved through price reductions 
and recoverable commissions,’ he said.

Treating the statements made by Central Committee members at par with those 
made by ministers would lower the status of the Central Committee, 
Mr Nabulyato explained. 


[The Speaker was ruling on a point of order raised by Petauke MP, Mr Lavu 
Mulimba, who asked whether it was in order for a member of the Central 
Committee to make a ministerial statement in Parliament. 


Mr Mulimba raised a point of order when chairman for Sports and Youth Com- 
mittee, Mr Nalumino Mundia, was making a statement on the recent ended 
Moscow Olympic Games. 


Mr Mulimba wondered whether members of the Central Committee should be 
regarded as Cabinet Ministers or as back-benchers. 


"Are they back-benchers or front-benchers? Should they be given the right 
to make ministerial statements?" Mr Mulimba asked the Speaker. 


Mr Nabulyato explained that Mr Mundia's statement was neither a ministerial 
statement nor a Government statement amd as such the MCC was in order. 


Later, deputy Chief Whip, Mr Richard Banda, raised another point of order 
on the same issue, saying that Mr Mundia's statement was headed "ministerial 
statement.” 


Mr Nabulyato replied that he did not ask Mr Mundia to make a ministerial 
statement and Mr Mundia did not pronounce the words "ministerial statement” 
when he read his speech. 








The Speaker, however, explained that members of the Central Committee 
ould make statements on behalf of the government but such statements were 
not ministerial ones. 


"A etatement made by a minister is a little lower than that made by a 
member of the Central Committee,'’ Mr Nabulyato said.

Right from the start of the 
assembly exercise. it was 
apparent that Zambu was 
conned into becom ng 
involved in what can only 
be described as a situation 
which only held ad- 
vantages for Fiat. 

Zambia $s potential. in terms 
of new vehicle require- 
ments. not  inciuding 
trucks, On an annual basis 
‘S$ not great enough to 
warrant a one make 
assembly operation. more 
especially when the 
probable bi t single 
customer. the ernment 
appears to have doubts 
about the suitability of the 
vehicle being produced for 
their needs. 

This leaves virtually only the 
private sector as the 
customer for the LMA 
output. 


Even uf LMA had not been 
affected by the adverse 
reactions brought about by 
the lack of foreign 
exchange, it is doubtful 
whether the assembly 
plant would have proved 
viable, as its range of 
vehicles was, and still is, 
limited to saloon cars 

Zambia is one of many 
countnes where light pick- 
up trucks are in great 
demand. A suitable pick. 
up would in all proba- 
bilities out sell saloon 
production, the same could 
possibly be said of 
medium-sized pane! vans 
too.

TOBACCO AUCTION TO OPENe=This year's tobacco auction fleers open in Lusaka 
next Monday after nearly two months delay, lobacce board of Zambia company 
secretary Mr Victor Mwaba announced yesterday. We said the delay was due 
to problems faced by international buyers in obtaining official clearance 
in their countries to buy the crop now at depression level on the inter- 
national scene. two officiale from Zimbabwe representing international 
buyers were in the country last week to set the pace for the opening of the 
floors next week, Mr Mwaba said the international tobacco industry would 
continue to be depressed with low prices thie season. The situation is 
expected to improve in 1981 when the present high level of stocks on the 
market falls. “We don't expect an improvement in prices this season but in 
1981 the high level of stocks of tobacco in warehouses will fall and from 
then we can expect 4 steady tise in prices,” said Mr Mwaba. Last year, 
cambia wae not able to sell nearly two million kg of the crop due to the 
bad world tobacco situation. Mr Mwaba said people interested to buy last 
year's crop have approached TBZ and samples have been handed out to them, 
THZ expects 4 harvest of between 4.5 to 4.7 million bage all of which is 
expected to be sold earning K7 million.

PETROL TANKS DRY UP--The Government Stores have run out of petrol and other 
lubricants because suppliers have discontinued credit facilities for petro- 
leum products. Director of the stores, Mr Foster Phiri, confirmed this in 
Lusaka yesterday. He said the stores had had no fuel for the past three 
weeks. With effect from August 1, Shell and BP, Agip Zambia Limited, Mobil, 
Caltex and Total Oil companies discontinued to supply fuel to the Government 
Stores on credit terms. The move has affected Government vehicles which 

are supposed to draw petrol from Government Stores and not from any garage. 
Mr Phiri said the matter was being handled by higher authorities in the 
@inistry of Finance. Last month, the Zambia National Energy Limited indi- 
cated that it would review ite terms of credit extended to oil marketing 
companies with effect from August 1. A company spokesman said the move was 
expected to result in the oil marketing companies withdrawal of credit terms 
of petroleum products. “The need to ensure continuity of supplies and 
maintain confortable stocks in the current environment of very high oil 
prices has compelled the energy company to introduce these new measures,"
